COVID-19 PROCLAMATIONS EXTENDED UNTIL 11:59 P.M. DECEMBER 7, 2020

Dear Assisted Living Facility Administrator:

This letter has been updated with new information regarding which regulations are currently suspended.
The updated information is found at the bottom of this page.

On February 29, 2020, Governor Inslee declared a state of emergency for Washington State related to the COVID-
19 outbreak. Since then, the Governor issued a number of proclamations related to long-term care facilities. Many of
the proclamations were scheduled to expire at midnight on November 10, 2020.

On November 9, 2020, at Governor Inslee’s request, the leadership in the Washington State Legislature
extended the end date of 26 Governor Proclamations until 11:59 p.m. December 7, 2020. These proclamations
include several related to Assisted Living Facilities (ALF), Adult Family Homes (AFH), Enhanced Services Facilities
(ESF), Nursing Homes (NH), Certified Community Residential Service and Supports (CCRSS), and Intermediate
Care Facilities for Individuals with Intellectual Disabilities (ICF/IID). Not every proclamation applies to every care
setting. The following proclamations (related to long-term care) were extended:
